Mr.  Crarar  said  ha  had  eoasMered 
the  matter  carefully  and  ha  had  no 
hesitation  In  announcins  his  daci(«i'>n. 
}{o  had  come  to  the  condSSlon  that 
the  Crow'a  Nest  Pass  agreement 
should  not  further  be  suspended,  and 
h^  could  not,  therefore,  aupport  n 
motion  to  refer  tha  question  to  a 
special  comtnittee. 

Mr.  crerar  was  in  accord  with  the 
action  of  the  late  Cioverniiient  in  ixn 
suspenalon  this  asroemcnt.

A.  X.  Maclean.  Liberal,  Halitax.

lie  had  not  expected  that  the  debate 
would  run  on  to  the  length  It  had.
